The only strong anti-Communist nation in Eu­ 
rope is Spain, but the pinks in our State Department have 
stalled this country off from accepting her as a partner f&r 
Europe’s defense. 
What Mr. Hoover bids us to do is to face the facts, 
and see for ourselves that so long as Europe is divided as 
it is, and so long as it is to eager to temporize with Russia
